STATE CORRESPONDENCE. 


Sad Condition of Crops—The Col- 
lege—An Atlanta Teacher. 


CovVINGTON, Ga, Aug. 17, 1869, 

Mr. Editor: Weeks have intervened since 
last you received from us a communication 
to your valuable paper. Since then we 
have been suffering from want of rain. 
Then we were in high hopes, looking for- 
ward to the time of harvesting our crops, 
but, when least expected, sudden disaster 
appeared. During the last nine or ten 
weeks, we have had but little rain; not 
anything likeaseason. Everything seems 
to be blasted, save cotton. Ihave recently 
visited one or two adjoining counties, and 
hesitate not to say, that during my wand- 
erings, I saw many, many fields that will 
not produce, when gathered, one bushel per 
acre. In these counties, farmers, of course, 
were very much disheartened. Their fields, 
in almost every direction, could be seen 
withering away beneath the scorching rays 
of the sun. 

This was the universal complaint in re- 
gard to all corn planted on upland, and 
now while I write, bottom corn is suffer- 
ing. The drought has madean impress on 
corn that no amount of rain can efface— 
from the first blade on the stalk to its cul- 
minating point, is almost a golden color— 
they in a general way stand thick on the 
field, and to a superficial observer have 
every appearance of an abundant yield, 
but examine them minutely and you dis- 
cover that only every fifth or sixth stalk 
hascornonit. This is asad tale to pre- 
sent toyour many readers, nevertheless, 
tis true. Had we have had plenty of rain 
the oppression of tyrants which has cursed 
the world from time immemorial, would 
have been known only in name, But there 
is still hope—the cotton cropis a vast deal 
better. y gathering well this crop, we 
hope to have a surplus with which to buy 
corn. This is the expectation of most far- 
mers. 

In the county of Newton the rain has 
been exceedingly partial. Here and there 
good crops can be seen, to make glad the 
heart of the consumer. One farmer has a 
fair prospect, while his neighbor, living 
only a mile or two distant, has scarcely 
any. In consequence of the drouth our 
merchants are gloomy. Trade is ata low 
ebb, with but little hope of improving. 
We are vlad to say, that amid all this tur- 
moil of gloomy forbodings, our education- 
al hopes are still buoyant, and shine forth 
with as great a brilliancy as ever. The

Stones from a Glass House. 


Every day or two something happens to 
show the blazing inconsistency of Radi- 
calism. 

Two recent things in New York State, if 
done in Georgia, would have raised a holy 
howl of horror among the Pharisees, given 
fresh life to the Butler bill, and started the 
demon of reconstruction clattering after us 
inahurry. The shadowy fiend of the Ku- 
Klux would have been loyally declared 
rampant, brigades of blue coats would have 
come post-haste to the disloyal spot, while 
Gen. Terry would have been required to 
belabor his brain, getting up quarto vol- 
umes of reports and dispatches, for gov- 
ernment inspection, on Georgia lawlessnes, 
rebel ferocity, and general Southern hos- 
tility to the Federal Government. 

The Albany and Susquehanna Railroad, 
150 miles long, is the subject of one of the 
New York troubles. James S. Fisk, Jr., 
the manager of the great Eric Road, of 
over 1,300 miles, bought up, in some way, 
the Albany and Susquehanna Road to 
make it tributary to the Erie. Fisk seems 
an edition of Central Railroad Wadley. 
He is a despotic fellow, that wants 
the Erie to manage terrestial matters 
generally. The administration of the 
Susquehanna didn’t look through 
Fisk’s spectacles, and refused to yield to 
Jim Jubilee, Jr..asthe New York papers 
call the irrepressible Fisk. A terrible 
muss ensued. Beginning in law, injunc- 

‘tions, and counter-injunctions, suits and 
counter-suits, streamed out against each 
‘other by the dozén. Fisk hed a New York 
Judge that used his specs, and the other 
side had an Albany Judge. The Judges 
were in direct conflict. As the litigants 
were heated up, the thing got to open hos- 
tilities—large bodies of armed men were 
organized, collisions ensued, blood was 
drawn, property was taken and re-taken, 
forcibly, the road was torn up in parts, 
trains stopped, a tunnel was the principal 
battle ground—the papers had whole sheets 
recounting the affair. Gov. Hoffman finally 
went to the scene of action, and induced a 
suspension of hostilities and a sort of com- 
promise. 

Trouble number two, was the case of the 
Texan, Pratt, an ex-Confederate, charged 
with murder, in Texas, and arrested in 
New York. The State authorities looked 
into the charges and released him. The 
Federal officials, disregarding the authori- 
ty of the State Judge, put him in military 
confinement, and guarded him with 
soldiers. The collision between State and 
Federal jurisdiction was bold, open, and 
belligerent. Threats passed, hostile demon- 
strations were made and a skirmish was 
imminent. A compromise of this case 
was finally patched up. 

Such things in New York are simply 
ebullitions of lawlessness, natural in all 
communities, and to be corrected with 
punishment by laws that can’t prevent 
them. In Georgia less offenses are politi- 
cal outrages, whose penalty is the destruc- 
tion of the whole system of Government, 
and aremodeling of laws by the vicious, 
ignorant, venal, and foreign part of the 
people. 

A little indiscreet pleasantry, by foolish 
young persons, on a cowardly revenue 
officer, in the South, is the text for martial 
law, and the upheaval of a State Govern- 
ment. The daring, unconstitutional de- 
fiance of legal authority, or a large, pro- 
tracted, desperate riot, North, are nothing. 

If Georgia needs reconstruction, New 
York does tenfold. If Georgia requires a 
Terry, New York’s case demands a thou- 
gand Butlers. Out upon such hypocritical 
balderdash about Southern peacefulness, 
and out upon Radicalism, that fosters the 
false charge and prates of penalties, framed 
solely for partizan objects.

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The Ineligible Negro Members. 


The le ter of Judge Speer was the ablest vindi- 
cation of the view that the negro members could 
and should be reseated. The following reply to 
his letter will be found cenciusive and interest- 
ing: ae 

Editer Constitution: The cifect that the decision 
of the Supreme Court should have on the Legis- 
lature in regard to the caSes of the colored per- 
sons who were unscated, is being much discussed 
by letters and editorials in the papers of the State. 
With a great many writers of these editorials aud 
letters, | agree—with some fully, with ophers par- 
tfally. With those who are of the opinion that 
the decision can in nowise affect or alter the ac- 
tion of the Legislature, I concur fully. I see 
among the letters written apes this subject, one 
by the Hon. A. M. Speer, late a Judge of the Su- 
perior Court, with whom I can not agree in any- 
wise. 
' The first noticeable point in the Judge’s letter 
is, that ‘‘the Legislature, by joint resolution, 
agreed to refer the question of negro clizibility 
to the Supreme Court and abide its decision.” 

And therefore, if the decision of the Court 
would not, under ordinary circumstances, have 
any effect upon the action of the Legislature, still, 
by this joint resolution, “they (the Legislature) 
are, morally speaking, bound by their pledge.” 
In this statement, the Judge has committed an 
error. There is not a word in the resolution re- 
ferred to which can be construed into an agree- 
ment on the part of the Legislature to abidc the 
decision. They never agreed to be bound, nor 
did they ever intend to. Theresolution was mere- 
ly non-committal. I was very much astonished 
at its terms, and was impressed at the time with 
the seeming folly of passing such a resolution; 
but not knowing the reasons which induced the 
Legislature to so frame the resolution, I was un. 

repared then, as now, to say Whether the Legis- 
ature was right or wrong. This resolution was 
no party scheme of the Democrats, as has been 
charged by some, but it was supported and 
opposed wf men of both political parties. 

The leadjn men of both parties were very near 
equally divided. me of the Democrats opposed 
because it was non-committal; others, because 
the Legislature had to decide the question, and 
the Supreme Court had no right to interfere. 
Some of the Republicans took the same position ; 
and in order to show how it was regarded by those 
who held that the action of the Legislature in 
unseating the colored members was wrong, and 
were Clamorous for their restoration, i beg here 
to insert an extract from the veto message of Gov, 
Bullock, who was the acknowledged leader of that 
party who wanted them restored. It is as follows: 
“The resolution under consideration ignores the 
question of original organization, and proposes 
action simply in the direction of asking a judicial 
decision upon the eligibility of colored citizens to 
office, without either the body adopting 
the resolution to abtde suc ion in regard to 
their own membership. or even indicating a dispo 
sition so todo.’ Again he says, in the same mes- 
sage: ‘In fact, it may be urged with force, that a 
judicial decision can not be made effective upon 
the question of eligibility to membership in the 
General Assembly.’ $.: Fa.PS © ‘The 
query naturally presents itself, why adopt a reso- 
lution Which practically means nothing, and can 
not effect anything.’ These extracts clearly 
show how that resolution was regarded at the 
time by the arg by asked that these colored 
members should be reseated; and for the reasons 
given in the extracts above, the resolution was 
vetoed. And the Governor was not alone in this 
opinion, as to the effect of the resolution upon 
the Legislature as a pledge, for other men, yea, 
numbers of men, of both parties, both in and out 
of the Legislature, entertained the same view. I 
never heard of any one attempting to show that 
the Governor was wrong, by contradicting his 
yersion of the matter. And so vinced was the 
Legislature as tothe correctness of the Governor’s 
views, that | do notthink sod f eyer avrcrspeee to 
pass this pledge, as Judge Speer calls it, over his 
veto.

THE PR«SIDENT’S VIEWS ON SOUTHERN 
Argrarrs.—According to a correspondent 
of the Baltifmere Sun, the revised account 
of the interview between the Presidentand 
Mr. Tarbell, of Mississippi, omits several 
passages in.the original draft that indicate 
more definitely the animus of President 
Grant than that which has gone to the 
public. The following are the omitted 
sentences, viz: Speaking of having fought 
against them (the Southerners) so long, he 
declared that “it seemed impossible for 
mature men to accept sincerely and so sud- 
denly views and opinions which they re- 
sisted at such cost. He (President Grant) 
thought he knew the Southern people, and 
while nothing could be more gratifying to 
him, than to know that they had in good 
faith couje up te his platform, he could not 
realize that such was the case.’”’ With re- 
gard to Tennessee, the President was equal- 
ly explicit, though he “expressed his in- 
ability to understand the differences there, 
and wondered very much at the positions 
and actions of Senator Brownlow and Gov- 
ernor Senter, whom he had held to be not 
only incorruptible, but men not easily im- 
posed upon.” Although the foregoing ex 
tracts were embodied in the written ac- 
count of the interview, and are correct ut- 
terances by President Grant, the latter, as 
amatter of policy, preferred that they 
should not be published,
